That Brussels 
Statue 
PARIS, July. 
The world famous baroque statue 
of a little man that serves as & 
fountain in Brussels and that still 
counts as one of the sights of the 


Belgian capital, was honored by the 
Japanese Ambassador recently with a 
brand new silk kimono. Maitre 
Adolphe Max, burgomaster of the 
city, thanked the Ambassador for the 
token of good will and decreed that 
the statue was to wear the Japanese 
national costume for the period of 
three weeks, except in rainy weather. 
After that the kimono will be stored 
away in a local museum with the 
dozens of other costumes that the 
statue has worn from time to time. 
The kimono replaced a dark blue 
uniform placed on the e6tatue by @ 
detachment of the Chasseurs Alpins, 
the famous Blue Devils, who in doing 
so made the little Brussels man a 
“poilu) d'honneur.” Every nation 
that entertains friendly relations with 
Belgium is bound to dress up the 
statue some time or other. Spain, 
France, Japan, Scotland have already 
done so. Others will follow. The 
Highland kilt, they say, became the 
statue well. The hat with plumes 
and feathers sent by Italy was even 
more picturesque. It was far too big 
and the “Littl Man” gave the im- 
pression that he had been on @ 
toot. One of these days the Holland- 
ers will dress him up again in flow- 
ing trousers and a fisherman's cap. 
And then will come the turn of the 
United States, no doubt. Mr. Hoover 
knows the statue well, although it 
was hidden behind a boarding when 
he was in Belgium during the Ger- 
man occupation. The planks were 
put up by Gov. Gen. von Bissing, 
as the naked statue gave offense to 
Teutonic military susceptibilities.

Some Anglican Bishops and clergy-

end of his little speech seemed not 
out of place.

There was a large congregation at 
the Church of the Invalides on the 
occasion of a service of commemora- 
tion to the Prince Imperial, the son 
of Napoleon III. and Eugenie. But it 
was @ congregation made up almost 
solely of old men. In the stalls in 
the ‘choir sat the last remaining 
Invalides of the Second Empire, 
white-haired old men who fought 
in 1870. Generals, weak and totter- 
ing on their feet, were helped to their 
seats. Prince Joachim Murat, who 
represented the exiled Bonaparte 
family, was the youngest individual 
in sight. The papers‘in their chron- 
iques mondaines, giving Hsts of 
those present, practically recited all” 
the great names of the Second Em- 
pire. A paralyzed old man, wheeled 
in an arm chair, was pointed out as 
Col. Gambillard, once the pride of 
the , Imperial Guard. Little old 
women im strange long skirts and 
old-fashioned bonnets heard their 
names whispered once more as of 
old when they entered in the train 
of the Empress Eugenie at the Made- 
leine church, “the greatest salon of 
the epoch.” There was something 
pathetic about that gathering. Dreams, 
and dust and ashes; brifliant souvenirs 
and forgetfulness. And nobody even 
to pronounce a word of commemora- 
tion, no discourses of any kind. The 
Republic had forbidden it.
